I All Public Gatherings Prohibited 

1 As a precautionary measure the 
Board of Health, through Health 
Officer Dr. Wm. Kenney, on Wednes- 
day morning, issued an order prohibit- 
ing all public gatherings to cease un- 
til further notice. The reason for this 
order was prevalence of^ diphtheria, 
there having been two cases reported, 
and both children dying in less than 
forty-eight hours after becoming ill of 
the dreaded malady. ' 

While there are no other cases in 
any part of the city it was thought 
be<»t by the Board of Health for at 
least one week tib take every precau- 
tion to stamp out^the disease. 

In consequence of the above order 
both the white and colored **ity schools 
and all of the private schools in the 
city have closed their doors for th6 j 
time being. The protracted meeting ] 
at the Methodist church was closed 
Wednesday night indefinitely. The 
doors of the opera house were also 
closed, in fact, no public gathering 
whatever will be allowed, until this 
order is rescinded by the Board. 

These are perhaps stringent meas- 
ures , thought so by some, but at the 
same time 4:hey give a feeling of safe- 
ty that there will be no spread of the 
disease as a result of the active work 
of the Board to stamp it out by the 
middle of next week or in about ten 
days from the time the o/der was 
made.

Largest Burley Crop. 

On the authority of a group of bank- 
ers and capitalists of Lexington, who 
have gathered statistics on the sub- 
ject, this year’s crop of Burley tobaccn 
is the largest in the history of the 
country, aggregaiing probably 200,- 
000,000 pounds. Of this it is qlaimcd 
that bf'tween 55 and 65 per cent, has 
been pooled with the Burley Tobacco 
and Insurance Company, while the por- 
tion outside of the pool is being rapid- 
ly hurried to market. 

The prices which have prevailed this 
far have been extraordinarily good, 
having averaged from 12 to 14 cents a 
pound. Thus far about 750,000 pounds 
have been sold on the Lexington loose 
tobacco marKet, and it is figured that 
by the end of the week 2,000,000 
pounds wll have b6en sold.
